King Center dispute 
splits Miller, Warren 


By GILBERT PRICE 

An attack by Columbus City Council candidate Nodine 
Mijler on the Martin Luther King Center project was 
rebuffed by fellow candidate Tony Warren, who argued it 
Re. was. not “the team approach.” 

But the Miller remarks--which she later denied--pointed 
toward the existence of a strategy in the council races to 
highlight the racially-charged issue of the $6 million project. 

According to Democrat Cynthia Cecil, who is up for elec- 
tion toa full term on council, Miller said “give me a break" to 
efforts to build the center and called it "dumping money” on 
the eastside. 

Mitler was alleged to have said, “we've spent millions of 
dollars trying to integrate things,” but the advocates of the 
performing arts center are trying to resegregate. 

Miller denied making the comments, which occurred at a 
Knights of Columbus candidates night on the city's 
northside. 

According to her, “we might better spend. the money in 
the Black community for, low-interest loans, day care, or 
jobs training.” 

Miller added that she didn't have “any.quarrel with open- 
‘ing up the corridor,” for which much of the $6 million is to be 
spent. She only opposed the performing arts center and 
some of the other improvements around the Mt. Vernon Ave. 
site. . 

However, the remarks were made in a forum which 
included ‘several candidates, and her running mate for 

_ council, Tony Warren, disavowed the remarks. 

“| don’t know where.she's (Miller's) going,” Warren said. 
“That ain't the team approach.” 

Democrats have said that polling by both their own organ- 
ization and the Republicans have shown that the Martin 
Luther King Center remains an issue with Columbus voters- 

_ -particularly white voters. 

Terry Casey, executive director of the Franklin County 
Regublican Party, would not comment on the questions 
asked on their polls. 

However, Cecil argued that Republicans would “use that 
(issue) selectively in white neighborhoods.” 

Defending the project, Cecil added, “the project is a pro- 
ject that is joint, with the city council and the administration. 
It's ngs like this is Jerry's (council preeicent Hammond) 


oR Sublloane are) going to try to make (Hammond) the 
issue,” Cecil continued. “They can’t afford to have their’ 
campaign being perceived as overly racist. But there are 
certainly those overtones now.” : 

Miller argued that the performing arts center “is not a 
’ Black or white issue, but how the money is spent.” 

Warren also doubted whether the center would be an 
issue, arguing, “the real issue is going to be the leadership 
on city council.”

Funeral services are to be 
held today, Thursday, Sept. 26, 
at 1:30 p.m., for Rosalind E.

E. Sycamore St. Sanders, a 
mechanic, reportedly was 
attempting to start the 37-foot 
cabin cruisers’ twin inboard 
engines when the blast 
occurred. 

The accident happened at 


’ dockside in.the Midway Marina 
at Catawba Island, near Port 
Clinton, O: Thrown clear by the 
explosion, Sanders was 
treated and released at a Port 
Clinton hospital. ; 

Sanders, an Evans family 
friend, drove back to Colum- 
bus after being released. He 
was quoted by one local news- 
paper as saying: “I don’t know 
what happened. | just know 
there was an explosion.” 

The dead woman’s husband, 
Robert B. Evans Jr., flew back 
to Columbus from Southern 
Californiaimmediately after 
learning of the accident. Con- 
tacted by telephone Tuesday, 
Robert Evans was too grief- 
stricken to be interviewed.

According to a story in Busi- 
ness First, NDC’s debts will be 
paid in full, it will receive 
$60,000 per year from the 
limited partnership, and be 
paid a 6 percent annual man- 
agement fee.

A passage in the Book of Matthew tells us: “There is nothing 
covered up that will not be uncovered; nothing hidden that will not 
be made known. What you hear whispered, you must shout from 
the housetops.” Those words encourage me to continue provoking 
Black people into positive action via my “By the way” commentaries. 

My “rap” is not intended to enhance my popularity, but rather 
it is an attempt to encourage Black people to try to resolve some of 
our problems. d " ‘ 

A few years ago, the NCAA proposed that all incoming college 
athletes havea minimum score of 700 on SAT exams. I 
some Black groups and individuals racism. I sometimes think 
that we are conditioned to shout foul before we think about the 
particular situation. In this instance, if racism is being practiced, it 
is being done by those Blacks who are seeking preferential treat- 
ment for these athletes. 

Colleges and universities are educational preparation centers; 
they are not athletic training grounds. Our young men should be 
attending school to acquire the education that will make them com- 
petitive in today’s job market. Instead of money, they use their 
athletic skills to defray the costs of the college . Their ekills 
in the sports arena are not a substitute for education. My ter 
and other Black females must score 700 on the SAT: why not 
racism when the Black student ts not an athletic hero? 

: Too often these young inen put in four years of playing “ball” and 
consider classroom studies to be insignificant, time-consuming ‘ 
projects. So after four years, we have athletic stars who do not have 
degrees, and they can't use their sports talents to pay for their edu» 
cations. And sad to say. t of ther do not get professional 
contracts so they foin th legions of people who blame racism for 
their inability to make it in society. 

Was it racism or Black America’s failure to impress upon them 
that they must also use the minds that God has given them?

Meat Storage 


For long storage of ground 
meat, try freezing the meat in pat- 
ties. for easy separation, put two 
layers of waxed paper between 
each patty. Then wrap the patties 
in freezer paper or in plastic bags 
and freeze at 0 degree F. 

The frozen patties can be stored 
this way for two to three months. 
Whenever possible, defrost 
ground meat in your refrigerator. 
The method you use to thaw 
ground meat is very important to 
its wholesomeness, too.

The Plight of Black Mayors: 
A Crisis in Economic Reality 

| don't know exactly how many black 
mayors there are but | do know that four of 
the largest cities in the United States (Los 
Angeles, Chicago, Philadelphia, and Detroit) 
are presided over by black mayors. Two of our 
most dynamic political personalities - Mayor 
Andy Young of Atlanta and Mayor Ernest 
“Dutch” Morial of New Orleans - lead 2 pro- 
minent “chocolate” cities. It is the saga of 
those two cities, Atlanta and New Orleans, 
both over 51% black, that will determine the 
future of black mayors, black politics, and 
black economic development in America for 
the next 20 years. 

Why Atlanta and New Orleans? Why not 
New York City or Washington, D.C.? New York 
City may be the financial capital of the world 
and Washington, D.C. is beyond a doubt, the 
home base for the most powerful entity in the 
world, the U.S. government. 

Every black American knows that Atlanta, 
GA, is the most politically sophisticated city 
in America for blacks. It has long been the 
voice of black America in education and 
politics. Atlanta is also the most progressive 


mehy 
development. 

There are several black-owned small- and 
medium-sized businesses in Atlanta that are 
profitable and professionally operated. As a 
writer and publisher of books on black 
economic development, I've found it im- 
perative that my books sell well in the Atlanta- 
Fulton County area. 

Then there's New Orleans with its tradition, 
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Mardi Gras, Bourbon Street, its food and 
culture. New Orleans is considered by most, 
to be the premier tourist stop in America that 
doesn't have a gambling casino on Main 
Street! 

Unknown by most fun-seeking tourists, New 
Orleans is over 51 percent black with a very 
sophisticated, black political infrastructure, 
and, in many political observer's views, New 
Orleans has the shrewdest, sharpest, most 
savvy mayor of them all -black or white - 
Mayor Ernest “Dutch” Morial. 

Louisiana politics, as | understand it, is not 
for the faint of heart. While most of us are 
dancing and singing on Bourbon Street, the 
New Orleans political groups, one led by 
Mayor Morial and the other led by anybody 
crazy enough to go up.against him, are plot- 
ting political and economic strategies to make 
sure you keep singing, and spending money 
in New Orleans. 

In many ways, the cities are alike. They both 
have fine mayors, a strong, black political in- 
frastructure, a majority black population, and 
they love Rufus Shaw's books! So why is Atlan- 
ta so much more progressive than New 
Orleans economically? Also, why has Mayor 
Young been able to attract new industry from 
many parts of the world to relocate to Atlan- 
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City? 7 

The answers to these questiéns rest with the 
involvement of the white business communi- 
ty in the respective cities. It is true, and to 
Mayor Young's credit, that he has more inter- 
national exposure and experience than any

at age 17, he received a saxophone from his 
uncle as a present. A year-and-a-half later he 
was playing it professionally in a club. Now, 
30 years later, Mel is still playing the sox- 
ophone, but his reputation as an actor 
supercedes his’ reputation as a musician. 

Today, Mel stars as Billy Melrose in Warner 
Bros. Television's hour-long hit series 
"Scarecrow and Mrs. King,” Monday nights on . 
CBS. He portrays a superior officer in a United 
States government intelligence unit known as 
“The Agency.” 

Despite his open collar manner, Melrose is 
a strong figure, trusted by everyone in The 
Agency.” He is credited as a consummate 
professional. 

For a black actor, the character of Melrose 
is a rarity on television. 

“This puts me, a black man, in an 
authoritative position. There are not many 
blacks with that status on television,” says 
Mel. “I really enjoy playing the character of 
Melrose. He came up through the ranks and 
has proved to be a good leader. He has con- 
fidence and also a deep sense of humility. He 
is @ good man.” 

A staple on television as well as having.ap- 
peared in feature films and on stage, Mel has 
the privilege of being a continually working 
actor. He has appeared as Uncle Henry on All 
in the Family” and as Shirley Hemphill’s dad 
on "One In A Million,” The Conversation’ end 
“Scorpio.” 

During the nine years he spent in New York 
working on Broadway, he appeared in “Coo! 
World,” “Hostage,” “In the Country House” and 
“My Mother, My Father and Me.” All told, his 
credits are numerous. 

When queried on the state of the arts for 
blacks at the present time, Mel has a definite 
opinion. “There is enough capital existent 
among blacks to be able to produce quality 
theatre, television and films.” he says. “| feel 
that there would be no problem with major 
distribution. 

"Black people can no longer continue to be 
step children, but must represent their stories 
through themselves, for themselves and out 
of their own experiences.” 

To back up his statements, Mel established 
his own community theatre company in San 
Francisco known as BANTU, Black Actors Now 
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also served as an instructor in theatre arts ot 
San Francisco State University for two years 
“One thing | am interested in doing and 
have been exploring for some time is another 
stage play. The stage is my favorite acting 
medium,” says Mel. "Rather than wait for

WASHINGTON — Behind the scenes in the 
planning for the Congressional Black Caucus’ 
15th annual Legislative Weekend in 
September, the 20 minority national 
lawmakers were busy with developing legislo- 
tion to affect.all Americans before, during and 
after the hectic conference. 

CBC Chairman, Rep. Mickey Leland (D- 
Texas), is merging as ‘an active solon on all 
fronts, while Rep. William Gray (D-Pa.), 
asserts increasing influence in preparing the 
national budget, as chairman of the House 
Budget Committee and Rep. Harold Ford (D- 
Memphis) has taken the leadership in propos- 
ing new anti-poverty legislation. 

Congressman Ford is chairman of the Sub- 
committee ‘on Public Assistance and 
Unemployment Compensation, which early 
this year focused on the distressing report on 
increasing children’s poverty. The nine month 
study, conducted by the Congressional Budget 
Office and the Congressional Reseorch Ser- 
vice, revealed the total number of poverty 
stricken children increased 50 percent from 
1973 to 1983 with two-thirds of the 2.5 million 
living below the poverty line in black-female 
headed families. —~ 

These startling facts were revealed this 
summer as the Reagan Administration 
prepored to reduce the budget for Aid To 
Families With Dependent Children 22 
percent while Ford's committee seeks to pro- 
vide more funds for AFDC despite the current 
budget cutting emphasis. The Tennessee con- 
gressman faces a formidable task as he also 
proposed a Family Economic Security Act; a 
bill to block President Reagan's plan to repeal 


charitable deductions in income taxes and a° 


proposal calling for a 10 percent reduction in 
Foreign Aid Authorization as o surprise budget 
cutting measure to save domestic programs. 

“The time has come when we can no longer 
afford to be all things to all people. The time 
has come for sacrifice, for the debt problem 
cannot be resolved without. We must convince 
citizens, as well as our friends abroad that we 
ore serious in our attack on the deficit and that 
all will have to contribute to its reduction.” 
This message was sent by Congressman Ford 
to all his colleagues, including the Congres- 
sional Black Caucus, seeking support for 
House Resolution 1555, The Proposal To 
Reduce Foreign Aid Authorization. 


Continued Ford: “Americans are quickly _

Just this yeor the Federal Supplemental Com- 
pensation (FSC) program had to be phased 
out. We had to tell our long-term unemployed 
that the lorder was bare: thot we could carry 
them no further.

TUNA! SANDWICHES! ACTION! 

A new tuna hit is coming your way. There 
will be smiles, perhaps a few tears (those 
onions do it every time) and lots of cheers — 
for the effortless way a unique quartet of hot 
tuna sandwiches performs at mealtime. 

Scandinavians have always been open 


minded about sandwich art. Although their — 


productions are invariably cold, it's generally 
agreed that a little warmth brings out the hid- 
den talent in a performer. 

The same is true of canned tuna. It’s good 
when it’s cold. It's even better as a hot dish. 
Like Tivoli Tuna-Cheese Puffs. For this sand- 
wich, the tuna filling is generously spread on 
a slice of Danish-style pumpernickel (or a 
stand-in) and .topped with a puff of cheese- 


tanged meringue before heating in a toaster 
or regular oven. 
HOT AND CHILI TUNA PITAS 
2 cans (6% or 7 ounces each) tuna in 
vegetable oll 
% cup finely chopped onion 
% cup finely chopped green pepper 
1 teaspoon chili powder 
VY, teaspoon dried leaf oregano 
Y: teaspoon minced garlic 
Ya. teaspoon ground cumin 
1/8 teaspoon sugar 
1 can (1 pound) tomatoes, drained and 
chopped 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
4 pita rolls, about 5 inches in diameter 
Drain excess oil from tuna into a skillet. Add 


the onion and green pepper; cook 10 minutes, 
or until tender. Stir in chili powder, oregano, 
garlic, cumin and sugar. Add the tomatoes and 
cook over moderately high heat, stirring oc- 
casionally, for about 5 minutes, or until some 
of the liquid has evaporated. Add the tuna and 
lemon juice. Warm the pita rolls in 350° F. 
oven, cut a slit in the sides about halfway 
around the circumference and spoon in the 
tuna mixture.

On May 1, 1985, Farrakhan announced that 
Libyan Leader Col. Moammar Khadafy had 
made a $5 million dollar interest-free loan to 
the NOI to kick-off POWER. 

In the Washington, D.C. POWER lecture at 
Kennedy. Center he said: “We must help 
ourselves, but God has given us a brother to 
help us help ourselves.” 

The announcement sent shock waves 
through America, from sea to shining sea, but 
it wasn’t the first time the Libyan leader made 
a loan to the NOI. 

When Khadafy saw the work the Hon. 
Elijah Muhammad was achieving in the early 
1970s, the schools, farms, super markets, 
restaurants, trucks, planes and other proper- 
ties, including the newspaper, Muhammad 
Speaks, he loaned the NOI $3 million, interest- 
free. 

According to the NOl's Mid-Atlantic 
Regional Representative, Min. Abdul Alim 
Muhammad, Md., the $5 million represents 
seed capital to begin production of personal 
core items and to organize a system of 
distribution for marketing of products. 

Dr. Muhammad said the loan controversy is 
America’s reflection of arrogance to her once 
slave. 

“Black people have never been offered 
friendship or significant aid from white 
America to do-for-self. She is angry today to 
see friendship coming to us from abroad, 
especially from one she considers her enemy. 

Muhammad, a practicing surgeon, describ- 
ed the media blitz as an attempt to assassinate 
the powerful character of Farrakhan, whose 
charismatic gifts and wisdom, can galvanize 
the masses to action and inspire them to make 
a new world. 

“It is God's desire that the black man con- 
trol his own labor and capital so that it can 
be used for the black man’s benefit and not 
the benefit of others. 


Farrakhan kicked-off the POWER drive 
under the banner — “Power, At Last 
.. . Forever!” January 19, 1985, in Detroit's 
Cobo Arena. Thousands braved the sting of a 
50 degree sub-zero windchill to hear his call 
to “unity, love and faith and hard work,” as 
medicine for black peoples’ wretched con- 
dition. 
“We are the only people on earth who will 
walk past the store of black people to spend 
money with other than our own kind, We build 


up others and let ourselves down,” he said. 
Forrokhor whese ctetements often evoke 


widely reported controversy, said he has a 
two-fold purpose to his mission of 
disseminating information. He has to instill 
confidence in blacks who have lost the 
knowledge of themselves and their contribu- 
tions to civilization and destroy the lie of white 
superiority, or the white man’s burden. 

“| have to hold a mirror up to America that 
she might see her wickedness and repent, if 
she would. 

"| have to make you see yourself singing 
‘We Shall Overcome,’ while believing 
Abraham Lincoln set you free,” he said. 

He described the landslide re-election of 
Ronald Reagan as an indication of America’s 
tolerance for so-called liberalism. 

“Reagan is gonna make more cuts. He has 
to. You don't understand. You think he’s in- 
sensitive, but he's looking at the economy. 

“You know when you're in an airplane and 
an engine fails, the pilot orders the expen- 
dable baggage thrown off.

other black mayor due to his stints as Am- 
bassador to the United Nations during the 
Carter administration. 

Mayor Young is an eloquent man with im- 
pressive civil rights credentials. Mayor Morial, 
while lacking the international experience, is 
a well-traveled, intelligent man. As a result, 
one does not have to have been to the moon 
to be able to send someone there! 

Mayor Young has been able to involve and 
inspire the white business community in his 
administration. He's got major, white corpora- 
tions and banks to work with him with a com- 
mon goal of economic prosperity for all of 
Atlanta. 

Since Atlanta is over 50% black, blacks will 
prosper because Atlanta is prospering. Mayor 
Young realizes that although the black popula- 
tion has the votes, white folks still have the 
money. Without money, all the votes in the 
world won't bring about economic 
development. 

Political power does not necessarily mean 

economic power. There are far too mony ex- 
amples of political power changing hands from 
white to black. During the celebration, blacks 
realized that the whites and their businesses 
have fled the new black township for whiter 
Pastures, taking their tax base with them. 
. So now, we have the new political crisis of 
the 80's: predominately black cities with little 
or no tax base to finance the city’s growth 
because white companies have relocated. 
Now, it has become the respongibility of the 
new black mayors to calm the fears. of their 
white business community. 

Politics does not provide meaningful 
employment in a capitalistic system. 


“I know you hate to be in the position of ex- 
pendable baggage, but it’s not Reagan's fault 
— It's our fault. 

“I tell you white people's rejection of us is 
our salvation. We must learn to produce the 
things we need to sustain life and thrive,” he 


said, barely audible over the shouts and cries 
of the crowd.

Businesses provide jobs and economic 
development in America. Without these com- 
panies, no political administration can be 
successful. 

The. Atlanta business community 
understands that. Mayor Young understands 
that. Atlanta understands the political and 
economic realities of capitalism in America. 
Atlanta is prospering like it never has before 
under the guidance of a black mayor. 

If New Orleans intends to grow and prosper 
as it should, then the white business communi- 
ty and Mayor Morial need to put whatever dif- 
ferences they have with one another aside and 
begin to work together for a better New 
Orleans. 

New Orleans has everything that Atlanta 
has with the exception of an-enlightened white 
business community. They have a sharp 
mayor, a strong black political base, a majori- 
ty of thé population, a good southern climate, 
and room for growth. New Orleans has 3 ma- 
jor black universities and a number of major 
white colleges and universities, as well as 2 
medical schools. 

But, with all of these advantages, New 
Orleans is not growing economically. The ci- 
ty's banking community is as archaic as the 
railroad. When the local banking community 
doesn't invest in its own city, the city dies from 
lack of funding. Cities need businesses to 
grow. Businesses need money to grow. 

The inter-dependency of politics, business, 
and banking is opparent. None can do well 
without the other. Their working together in 
harmony towards the city’s ultimate goal of 
prosperity is never more apparent than in 
Atlanta. When they do. not. work together, 
despite of all-its pluses, you have a truly great 
city struggling to grow like New Orleans.

“If our black chemist can produce a 
fefreshing, good tasting and cleaning POWER 
toothpaste . . . $400 million a year would 
allow us to produce 20,000 or more jobs," said 
Farrakhan. 


Finally, the plight of black mayors is: not 
ended when they've been elected.
